W ASHINGTON UP _ The dairy 
row may be held up as a symbol 
of the successes Republicans will 
claim for their farm policies in 
the coming elections. 
Certainly, Secretary of Agricul­ 
ture Ezra Taft Benson — the prin­ 
cipal author of those policies — 
•hows every intention of calling 
voter attention to developments in 
the dairy industry since the Eisen­ 
hower administration took office. 
His latest effort in this direction 
wa s a speech Wednesday night at 
Seattle, one of a series given by 
Republican leaders in a nation­ 
wide “ Dinner with Ike” observ­ 
ance. For some time now, 
the 
se cre ta ry ha s pointe d with pride 
to da irying. 
Only a few years ago, he says, 
the government had more than V 2 
billion 
pounds 
of surplus dairy 
products, accumulated under price 
support programs. Now all these 
stocks are gone—largely into wel­ 
fare programs — or are committed 
for use. 
•‘Supply and demand for milk 
are practically in balance — for 
the first time in eight years,” he 
said. “ Dairy incomes hit a record 
high level in 1957. They have con­ 
tinued at near-record levels — and 
the prospect is that (ash receipts 
from dairying will hit a new high 
in 1960,” 
This has happened, Benson said, 
largely because the administration 
managed to get the government at 
least partly out of the dairy busi­ 
ness. B v this he meant that the ad- 
ministration 
ha/1 
reduced 
price 
supports with the result that more 
of the milk went into use rather 
than into government stocks 
His critics contend many aman­ 
te dairymen are being forced out 
of business with big units taking 
ov e r.
